A physical surveillance was conducted in Philadelphia in connectio 
with the GREGORY ca^p. The problem presented was that the main 
subject, __N^__GgEGQSY^SI I .YER* ASTER r was arriving from New York City by 
Railroad at 4:45 P.M. and his wife, HELHf^SILVERMASTER, and_LUDEIG 
Jf flLIIIA NN were coming from Washington, D. C., arriving at 8:15 P.M. 

The points of arrival were different stations of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad. It was essential that all three individuals be kept under 
very close surveillance inasmuch as the Washington Field Office 
intended to conduct a strictly confidential investigation during 
their absence from Washington. 

It was not known to what point the three individuals would proceed, 
but it was felt that once they came together they would eventually go 
to Harvey Cedars on Long Beach Island in New Jersey. The possibility 
also existed that one or all three of these individuals would meet 
ALEXANDE^PORTNOFF, who is a resident of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

Four two-way radio cars were assigned to the surveillance with two men 
to each car.

You will perhaps recall that Harry Dexter White, a subject in the 
Gregory case, formerly was Assistant Secretary of the Treasury In charge of 
monetary funds and is presently Acting Director of the World Monetary Bank. 

Information has Been received from the Washington Field Office that 
White is moving from his present address, 6810 Fairfax Road, Edgemoor, Bethesda, 
Maryland, to Apartment 114-B at the Westchester Apartments. It is expected 
that he will move Into this apartment in about The Washington ■ 

Field Office has made a survey and has advised that there is a possibility of 
obtaining an apartment at the Westchester in order to maintain a microphone 
coverage on White* s apartment. The Attorney General has authorized technical 
coverage on White’s present telephone nuaiber, Wisconsin 6896 , as of November 20, 
1945 , and technical coverage on this nuaiber is presently in effect. It is 
probable that White will maintain this telephone nuaiber in his new residence.

Reference is made to the attached memorandum to the 

above captioned case dated June 4, 1946, in which it is requested that 
authority be given to the Washington Field Office to install a microphone 
in Apartment 1 14-B at the W estchester Apartments which is to be occupied by 
Harry Dexter White in about t hree weeks. 

The following are examples of the productiveness of the technical 
coverage presently in effect on White's telephone. 

On February 2, 1946, Charles Kramer, a subject in the Gregory Case * 
and who you may recall has assisted Senator Claude Pepper in preparing pro- 
Russian speeches to be delivered in Congress, contacted Harry White and en- 
gaged in lengthy conversation in which Kramer indicated that he was impressed 
with ’White’s performance at the meeting on the previous morning and Kramer 
wanted to make a suggestion as to the possibility of capitalizing on it with 
reference to the position of Commissioner of Labor Statistics recently vacated 
by Isadore Lubin. Kramer thought a word dropped by White to Gale (Gale Sullivan) 
might be very helpful to Murray. He remarked when they were drawing up a memo- 
randum on the subject of housing. Gale and others put down "White's name as one 
to be consulted on the way it was to be done and he knew there was high respect 
for White there. The remainder of this conversation had to do with the handling 
of housing matters. \JL \J^ 

Kramer indicateflanother matter he wanted to discuss with White was v 
the matter of the British loan and that "you people are more or less directly 
out of the picture in handling the loan." White stated that was not quite true 
on the financial end and on the "Hill'* end of the angle they were supposed to be 
in on it. White stated it was a confused picture which his boss refused to 
clarify because of his reluctance to have a conflict on issues of jurisdiction 
with the result that the matter is falling between two stools, because the boys 
across the street (meaning the State Department) are not the best operators and 
never in a position of saying dimly, "will you do this or will you do that." 

White stated there is a definite statement that we're not supposed to handle 
the bill on the Hill but there remains enough fuzzy edges and the work is not 
being done. He indicated they would have to move cautiously as they had a new 
boss who liked to handle contacts himself. \J^ flJ/J 

On February 14, 1946, Ann White, wire of Harry White, contacted Frances 
and Harry Edelstein and they engaged in a lengthy conversation in which Frances 
stated that Secretary of Interior I dees' resignation was a great loss and that toi 
had been a great force in the Department. They mentioned Oscar Chapmanyas a V7 
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possible successor to Ickes. Frances expressed the opinion that he does not 
have the stuff Ickes has and is a young man, although a New Dealer. Harry 
Edelstein then talked to Ann "White. She stated that Harry ’White thought that 
the President received what he deserved. Edelstein stated he agreed, but stated 
1 that he did not believe ‘hat they were getting what they deserved and that Ickes 
could have stayed a little longer. Edelstein indicated he knew the whole inside 
story and that there is a lot that Secretary Ickes hadn’t revealed, but that 
he might do so the following week. They agreed that the President had gotten 
himself out on a limb and had made one mistake after another and that the Presi- 
dent had lost a great deal with labor and all sorts of groups. They then dis- 
cussed an article which appeared in the morning edition of "PH" concerning the 
resignation of Ickes. 

Cn December 31, 1945, Harry White was in contact with Lee Pressman, CIO 
and Pressman told him that Snyder had called Murray, referring to Phil Murray 
of CIO, on that date and told him they had decided to go ahead with that panel, 
pressman said that it means a full stop on efforts of meditation for collective 
bargaining. (In this conversation they were referring to the strike of the 
automobile workers.) Pressman said that this means that the parties come before 
a panel, start calling each other names and this whole business of ability to 
pay and to create the same impasse as in General Motors, 

Pressman stated for "White’s own information, during the above con- * 
versation, that Schwellenbach (Secretary of Labor) called Pressman on that 
morning and asked him if Pressman would come out to see him at the Naval Hospital. 
Schwellenbach sent his car and picked Pressman up and Pressman went over there 
that afternoon. Pressman emphasized that Schwellenbach was trying to find out 
from him what was going on. Pressman stated that Schwellenbach knows absolutely 
nothing. Pressman said, "Look, let me make this one point to you about Snyder — 
so I told him the whole story." He said he told him about Snyder's call and so 
an and so forth, and he then said he was going to call the President and see if 
he could have them hold on until he got back to see him. Pressman said that if 
an announcement concerning the strike didn't come out the next day, it would be 
because of Schwellenbach. W 

On January 1, 1946, Harry White was in contact with David Carr, an . 
employee of Drew Pearson. White thanked Carr for mentioning him so highly in 

t ne of Pearson's columns. White indicated that he would call up Drew Pearson 
nd thank him. 

On January 29, 1946, one Lee (Lee Pressman, General Counsel, CIO) " 
contacted Harry White and inquired if he knew his boss saw Fairless (presumably 
Ben Fairless of U.S. Steel) yesterday. White stated not to his knowledge, and 
Lee replied that, "Monk said that he did." White answered, "Maybe," and Lee 
stated. "You may find out during the day what happened, if anything." White 
stated he would. White inquired if Lee wanted him to pick Lee up and the latter 
said, "No, I am going down early, right away." ^ 
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On April 1, 1946, Harry '-hite was contacted by Henry Morgenthau, Jr., > 
and Morgenthau stated Gilbert had called and apparently had a successful meeting 
with "White’s friend who promised to get the matter to Byrnes ..."They stated 
they did not see Acheson, but would see him the next day and were also going to 
see Kannegan Monday or Tuesday." Morgenthau stated that they had asked' him 
not to talk to the fellows in New York but for them to be in readiness because 
they wanted Hannegan to talk to the boss first. Morgenthau inquired as to 
whether there had been any reaction on that letter as he was "kinda curious." 
(Possibly referring to a letter that Morgenthau had written criticizing the 
appointment of Lewis Douglas to the International Bank.) White stated he 
had not heard any reaction ; that he was in the office but was busy on other 
matters. Vf

On April 6, 1946, Henry Morgenthau, Jr,, again contacted Harrv 'white 
and Morgenthau inquired whether luck Gilbert had talked to White in the* last 
day or two, indicating that Gilbert was going to assist Morgenthau with his 
radio broadcast beginning April 10, 1946, but had founa that it involved more 
work than he expected ana has suggested a full-time man. Morgenthau stated 
he was contacting White for a full-time helper whc must be a good analizer, 
one who lives in Washington and has good contacts. Morgenthau mentioned that 
he had noticed an article in the New York Times stating that Douglas had never 
accepted the position as head of the Bank. He also commented on the fact that

Secretary of the Treasury Vinson had never answered Morgenthau’ s letter, criticizing 


the appointment of Douglas. Morgenthau indicated that Vinson was, "mad as Hell

The technical surveillance has materially assisted the Washington Field 
Office in determining the movements of Harry Dexter V.hite and has orovided leads 
for coverage of meetings which have proved valuable to this case. 
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As to the names of individuals who have visited Harry fhite * „ 

past at J-iis residence and who may be expected to visit him in his apartment 
at the fest Chester in the future, it is pointed out that V.hite is a known 
contact of both Nathan Gregory Silver-master, a principal subject in the Gregory 
Case, and his wife; Lee Pressman, General Counsel, CIO; Abraham George Silverman, 
another subject in the Gregory Case presently employed with the French Supply 
Mission; Lieutenant Colonel Bernard Bernstein, former Assistant General Counsel \ 
of the Treas. Department and now practicing in New York City; Henry Morgenthau, Jr. 
former Secretary of the Treasury, and his secretary, Henrietta Klotz; Ruth Gruber, 
a suspected Communist formerly employed with the Interior Department and now a 
reporter for the New. York Post; William Henry Taylor of the Treasury Department 
who recently returned from London as the Treasury’s representative; Verginus 
Frank Coe, another subject in the Gregory Case employed at the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and many other prominent persons in Government circles and whose names have 
appeared in connection with White in the Gregory Case. ^ ^ 
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It is further pointed out that in White's new position as one fof 
the Executive Directors of the World Bank he has stated that he expects to 
do more entertaining, and it will be interesting to detemine what convert 
sations transpire between White and others, 
will have in connection with the World Bank.

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You may probably recall that William Erowder is the brother 
of Earl Browder and that Abe Heller was the former Head of International 
Publishers in New York City, which publishing house publishes booklets and 
other material of a Communist nature. Heller has always been a follower of 
Earl 3rowder and has been regarded as a ’’Party Angel” while Browder was head 
of the Party. You may further recall that Heller broke with the Party because 
of its actions toward Browder. 

In connection with the above three individuals, the New York Office 
has advised that Informant Gregory on June 19 and June 21 advised Agents of 
the New York Office that on June 17th, she had a luncheon engagement with 
William Browder who asked her for an additional $200 advance from John H. 
Reynolds of the U. S. Service and Shipping Corporation for ’’Interim Expenses.” 
You may recall that Gregory gave William Browder, at his request, a $200 payment 
on June 10 last, which was solicited by him for what he termed as ’’Interim 
Expenses. ” 


William Brcvder told Gregory that he had received a cablegram dated 
June 16, 1946 from Abe Heller, indicating that Heller's journey from New York 
to Stockholm via London had gone according to schedule but he had encountered 
some difficulty in getting space from Stockholm to Moscow. In this cablegram 
he indicated that Earl Erowder was in excellent shape, had gained weight and 
was in good spirits. He indicated that Heller and Earl Browder would remain 
in Moscow for several weeks and arranged tentatively to arrive by plane in New

During this meeting William Erow&Jr hadfie verjjrl drinks and became \ 
very talkative. Gregory casgg.U^®remar||Kl JfjffTfsj that she ”had lost her Russian! 
contact” and that it was hard^-tocarry on business without one. To this William | 
Browder commented, "I’ve lost my contact, too. ’V/le continued that he had not f 
seen his contact since the Canadian spy sc^^mk was of the opinion that the /. 
expose of the Russian spies in Canada was thar/ison for this. He stated that 
Abe Heller had several contacts. Gregory, pressing the matter further, stated 
that she was not interested in Intourist and wanted the other kind. William / 

Browder then stated that he knew what she meant and that Abe Heller could help / 

her, and, further, that he would arrange to have Gregory meet Keller upon the , / 
return of Heller and Earl Browder from Moscow. ^ 
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The New York Office pointed out that in view of the importance 
of the above conversation, particularly as it may possibly indicate that 
both William Browder and Abe Heller are in contact with Russian espionage 
agents in this country, Gregory was pointedly asked whether in ' opinion 
shP bplieved that William Browder knew if she was talking about espi ona ge 
agents when referring to contacts and not to business contacts in so far as it 
concerned Intourist and the operation of the package business of U « S. Service 
and Shipping Corporation. GREGORY replied that the above conversation con- 
cerning contacts was more or less in double talk and was necessarily so 
on her part because of the type of language used by William Browder. ^ 

She stated that in the first place William Browder knew the true J 
identity of Jacob Golos and also knew that she took over the affairs of 
Golos at the time of his death in November of 1943. She stated that all 
during this time William Browder knew that she was contacting Earl Browder 
regularly. She declared that she is quite sure that William Browder knows 
the activities of his brother Earl and is of the opinion that William 
Browder knew what she meant when she was talking about "Russian contacts." « 
Gregory said the only thing that would change her mind about this was the 
fact that the entire conversation concerning contacts was carried on in 
double talk . 

Gregory stated that when she paid William Browder the last $200 
he requested an additional $500 to be obtained from John H. Reynolds 
which he would like to have available sometime between July 9 and July 14 
when Earl Browder would be in New York City. 

It is possible that Gregory through the payment of this money has ! 
ingratiated herself with William Browder and, therefore, there is an excellent 
possibility that through her recent contacts with William Erowder she will be 
in a position to be formally introduced to Abe Heller, at which time more 
definite information may be secured concerning Heller’s alleged "contacts."

".ihen the first group of West Coast fishing vessels procured by 
the United Nations Relief and Rehabilitation Administration for China 
leaves Seattle in about two weeks for Shanghai, they will be the most 
modern craft of their type ever to leave this port. 

"The little vessels Trill be equipped with radio telephones, 
direction finders, fathometers and the latest fishing gear. 

"A representative of the Seattle Fishing Owners* Association said 
that about half of the Seattle halibut fleet has radio telephones and 
direction finders and most of the 'draggers' that fish for bottom fish 
have fathometers. 


•First of 3 Convoys 

"The group leaving Seattle in about two weeks will be the first of 
three convoys in which 22 fishing vessels procured in the Puget Sound 
area will go to China.

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"The second convoy will leave about a week later and the third and 
last in about a month* Two convoys of about six boats each are scheduled 
-"■ ~ to leave from San Francisco during the latter part of this month. The 

American -Hawaii an Steamship Company is handling the movement of these 
vessels for UNRRA S. A. USCHIN5KI, chief of the agricultural equipment 
branch* UNRRA* is now in Seattle in connection with this movement - 

"Skippers, engineers and one or two deckhands will be hired from the 
'.Vest Coast Fishing Fleet with the understanding that after delivery is 
completed they will enter the service of the Ministry of Fisheries of the 
Chinese national government. The remainder of the crew will be repatriated. 

"Qualified personnel will be guaranteed seven months pay, which meant 
that a fisherman will get a minimum of :;5,600 for the voyage. In addition 
to the scale, crews will be paid -.-2.50 day west of the 180th meridian 
while in the employ of the American -Hawaiian Steamship Company. 

"The Seattle group of boats is being outfitted and overhauled at the 
yards of the Tacoma Boat Building Company, Tacoma, and the Lake Union 
Dry Dock Company, Seattle. 

"The American-Hawaiian Steamship Company has reserved moorage space 
at the docks of the General Karine Construction, Seattle, where boats will 
be berthed for final outfitting, provisioning and signing of crews. 

"The first of the approximately 50 boats procured by UNHRA in Australia - 
and New Zealand for China relief are expected to start moving north to 
Southern Chinese ports shortly. 

i "Although not definitely settled, it is expected that the United 

* States boats will take the Southern route. A convoy of five boats, three 

from Greece and two for Jugoslavia, will be ready about the first of June, 
for delivery to those countries. They will leave from a Southern Jest 
Coast port* It is not yet known who will handle this movement for UHHRA. 

"Seale of Wages 

"Two 62— foot boats, the Sunset and the Aldona, now being overliauled 
at the Lake Union Drydock, are to be eent as deck cargo to Yugoslavia* 

} ( "The following schedule of wages will be paid in China for hi^.ly 

qualified fishermen. 

"Seine boat skipper, $800 a month j drag boat skipper, $700 a month j 
engineer, $562 a monthj experienced fishermen, seining, $491 a month;

ASAC Van Pelt called from San Francisco with regard to our 
conversation of June 24, in which he was instructed to contact E. L. 

Cochrane, WAA, and try to learn the original source of the information 
that Silvennaster was under surveillance by the FBI. Mr. Van Pelt advised 
Silvermaster. was not under surveillance when he arrived from Los Angeles. 

WAA has three offices in San Francisco. FBI Agent E. A. B. Mitchell contacted ( 
Charles W. Simmons, an employee of WAA who is a neighbor of Mitchell and whom 
he has known for several years, and asked him to confidentially and discreetly 
ascertain whether Silvermaster had arrived and at what office he was located. 
Simmons was not furnished any information about the case nor was he told that 
Silvermaster was under surveillance. Simmons was also specifically requested 
to keep the matter strictly confidential and to use extreme discretion in making 
the inquiry. Mr. Van Pelt stated that when they contacted Cochrane it was 
learned from him that Simmons was aware of the fact Cochrane is a former Bureau 
Agent and he told Cochrane of the inquiry made regarding Silvermaster. Simmons 
also mentioned that he had notified his superior, Leland C. Dedo, the Regional 
Director of WAA in Washington that the Bureau had made inquiry concerning

February’ 15, 1942, giving his address as Treasure Island Park, Laguna Beach, 
California. He stated that he was born on March^l2, 1900, at Zurich, 
Switzerland. He listed his wife, L1ARY IDUIS3“*3^NI!ER of the same address, as 
the person to always know his whereabouts. BANNER'S questionnaire reflects

He listed his occupation as that of an avocado farmer and chicken 
raiser. He moved from Treasure Island Park, Laguna Beach, on November 24, 1942, 
to Route 1, Box 48O, Orange, California. BANNER stated that his usual occupatio: 
was that of a study to improve himself. He continued that he prefers research 
in any kind of human endeavor as an occupation. 


The questionnaire reflected that he married his wife at Nice, 
France, on February 27, 1934. He lidted his mother-in-law, ALPHOI3SIi© r ES9 03ER , 
as a dependent, stating that she resides with him. His questionnaire reflected 
that he contributed $3116 .60 to the support of his wife and mother-in-law during 
the twelve months preceding Hay 5, 1942, of which $201.85 was earned during the 
twelve months preceding Hay 5, 1942. He concluded that his mother-in-law had 
invested her capital in French government bonds and as a result thereof is now 
destitute. • 


BANNER stated in his questionnaire that he was last a citizen of 
Austria and gave his Alien Registration timber as 4341400. He continued that 
he had been a permanent resident of the United States since March 10, 1937# 
BANNER stated that he filed a Declaration of Intention at Los Angeles j however, 
no date thereof was given. He further stated that he filed a Petition for 
Naturalization at Los Angeles on March 18, 1942. BANNER wrote to the Local Board 
on September 23, 1943, saying that he was naturalized on September 10, 1943,

Abel Ralph Plenn iras a contributor to the ComnfSiist publication "New 
Pioneer" in August, 1931. He was also listed as the author of an article 
appearing in the July 27, 1937 issue of "New Masses," also a Communist pub- 
lication, entitled "Between White and 31ack." 

In January, 19lj2, a Hatch Act investigation was conducted concerning 
the activities of Charles A. Gauld, editorial assistant in Radio Broadcasting 
Foreign Broadcast Monitoring Service, Federal Communications Commission. In a 
sworn statement Gauld admitted membership in the American League for FeaCe 
and Democracy, the National Negro Congress, the Washington Committee for. 
Democratic Action as well' as other organizations described as Communist Front 
groups. Subsequent to the investigatioh conducted concerning Gauld, he was 
released from the federal service. It was learned that Abel R. Plenn was 
among the Close associates of Gauld.

^41, 155 East 88th Street, New York City, reflects that he was born August 3, 19Q7 
in New York City, registered for Selective Service on October 16, 1940 and executed

308 East 79th Street, New York City. It was further observed that he stated he had 
been graduated from the College of the City of New York with an A.B. degree, after 
three and one-half years attendance,* that he had received an LL.B. degree from 
Columbia taiversity* and in addition ‘had taken three years graduate work for a 
Fh.D in Mathematics.

Governor of Hew Xork, had mentioned to him in 1937 when hems District Attorney 
of Hew fork County that GHEEKBAU/, as a Jew, should interest himself in combating 
the increasing wave of anti-Semiti sm in Hew fork, and that accordingly GHEENRAUM 
became interested in the ^fifERICAN- JE0OSH COMMITTEE which he said^fostered by a 
nuaber of the wealthiest and most reputable Jews in New Xork, and that t he 
Committee members had asked him to head a "Survey Committee," to be established 
for the purpose of combating anti-Semitism. 


GHEENBAUM continued, stating he agreed to «cept this 
assignment if he were given a strong right-arm to bear most of the burden and 
that from three or four names submitted as candidates for this position, he had 
after interview, selected NEWMAN as his assistant* Mr. GHEENBAUM mentioned that 
he understood NEWMAN had been recommended to the Committee by LOUIS STRAUS, partner

concerned with this situation* QREENBAIK continued that he himself was partly 
responsible for drafting the so-called May Bill for control of atomic energy and 
that later when the McMahon Bill was introduced, he had some discussions with 
"" NEttlAN regarding the provision in the latter bill barring military men from the 
proposed permanent Atomic Energy Conoission* He recalled that on one occasion 
even he jokingly remarked to NE8UAN that with his (McMahon) bill he was "playing 
right into the hands of those fellows" (meaning the Russians*) NEBMAN became 
mildly indignant and assured him that such was not the case but that he.

It is to be noted that during the interview GHEENBAUM 
expressed violent dislike for the New York publication "PM" and other "junk sheets 
as he characterised them, and was most flunk and cooperative throughout* 

In addition it was learned from Mr* GHEENBAlU that he knows 
I of his own knowledge that Secretary of Ear Robert P* Patterson regards NETAIAN 
very highly and that he has never heard any criticism of any sort either personal, 
professional or political concerning HERMAN* He added that the latter's integrity 
and ability obviously had never been questioned by any of the Government officials 
with whom he came in contact or he would not have enjoyed their trust and con- 
fidence as long as he had* He declared that HOWARD FEffiRSCM, Assistant Secretary 
of Ear, probably knows NEMUN better than anyone else in Washington as they were 
extremely close both socially and in their work* As to other acquai n tances, 
GEEENBA!

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It is desired to point out that Mr* GREEN BAUM was not

It was noted from a review of the Mew York file that NEWMAN 
had at one time listed as a reference one STyaiEIJfjLLACH of New lark City* It 
was learned that this individual is presently head af~5lDNEI WALLACH ASSOCIATES, 
PUBLIC RELATIONS COUNSEL, 381 Fourth Avenue, New York City, and accordingly he was 
interviewed at his office by Special Agent J. V* Kelly* 

Ur* WALLACH stated that for several years prior to 1943 be 
had been -Executive Director of the AMERICAN- JEWISH COMMITTEE and immediately 
recalled that JAUE^NEHfcAN had been one of his most valuable assistants there from 
1939 to 1941* described Mr* NEVfiiAN's duties exactly the same as had 

Ur* GKEENBAUM and said he did brilliant work as an analyst* 

Mr* WALLACH continued that NE9HAN had been recommended to 

f the ^.BTntia-iffiMrrsH CCi^TTTEE by LOUI^STRAUS of KUHN, LCBB AND COMPANY, who he 
said was an Admiral in' the United States Naval Reserve and that NEWMAN had earned 
the respect of the Ccemittee members as well as of his colleagues by the high 
calibre of the work he had done for the Committee* Although Mr* WALLACH was not 
asked directly about NE8i£AN*s nationalistic sympathies, conversation was directed 
toward the Committee's work as it concerned Communism and he declared that of 
course the maim objective of the Committee's work was to combat anti-Semitism 
which meant fighting all "isms", including Communism* He said that he and the 
other officials of the Committee had been and continued to be constantly alert 
to detect any attempt of the Coonunists to infiltrate into the Committee, adding 
that he was very familiar with their technique of joining any group which they 
might subvert to their own purpose* 

Although Mr* WALLACH did not say so in so many words, it was 
obvious from his remarks that NEWMAN could not have displayed any pro-Gommunist 
or pro-Russian sympathies during his employment there or he would have been 
avumoarily dismissed* Mr* WALUCH described NEMAN In superlative terms in all 
respects although he did state that he was slightly temperamental* 





It was learned that Mr* YALLACH'a last conversation with 
NElftCAN occurred in November 1945* at which time WALLACH was with a group waiting 
in President Truaan's reception room for an audience with the President, and 
NESMAN emerged with a couple of other individuals from the President's private 
office* declared he had heard reports that NEttiAN had been making 

marvelous progress in his Oovenxaental work and felt that he was a very valuable

newspapers tnat the rally was, "a Connunist affair", this chares was 
denied by Committeemen FERDINAND C#EftOTH, Chairman, and HARRYWE INS TUCK, 
Administrative Secretary. After this announcement by the committeemen 
Mayor La Guardia announced he would attend tne rally* 

In Marcn, 1944, Mrs. VOORHEES wrote a letter to this 
office in whicn she stated tnat she wanted to secure FBI, ONI and G-2 
speakers to stress tne importance of careful speecn in connection with 
security matters before a meeting of the CDVO* 

There was no derogatory information concerning Mr* or 
Mrs* VOORHEES in tne Hies of the New York Field Division.

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At the conclusion of a Congress in 1935, sponsored by this organization, 
two groups emerged— The American Youth Congress, under the directioi>bf the 
Communists, and the American Youth Congress Incorporated under the direction of 
Hiss IU'A. 


This caused Miss IIAIA to repudiate the original organization and 
sever any connection she had with them try public proclamation, which action 
apparently incensed the persons who assumed control of the original organization, 
one WALDO McNUTT in particular, who writes as follows in the Western .vorker 
Newspaper, in a clipping dated October IS, 1937: 

wVihen Viola lima, young Fascist, who hot her ideas from 
Nazi Germany, was ousted from the first American Youth 
Congress, we knew r then that the fascists would bring 
forth their program under new and different guises. This 
weeks' nail brings to the desk_a copy of ' Invoice of 
Youth 1 , published in Garrett, Indiana, by tn^&Ptiunal 
Youth Union." 

The article goes on to describe an alleged Secret Service Department, 
wherein each member is assigned a number and credential card, and is thereafter 

knov<x as^Ope rat or NYU, Service Operator, number ._ This organization is 

allc-cd fc^ KcFHTT to be a vigilante group, and to be allied with activities such 
asfBlack'Legioni sm which prevailed in and around Detroit, Michigan several years 
ago. 

With respect to these allegations, it is noted in the Bureau files 
that she went to Europe bearing credentials entitling her to observe the dis- 
armament conference in Geneva for the New Hi story, magazine. During her stay, 
she went to Berlin as a guest of ARTHUR GARF YS and daughter, and there 
met Dr. PUTZY^HANFSTAENGL , then Chief of the Nazi Foreign Press Bureau, and to 
whom she had a letter of introduction. With respect to this visit, she is quote; 

as follows: 

"I also met several young Nazi leaders in the company of Mr. 

/ Hays, and questioned them about the Nazi Youth Movement. 

What I saw of the youth movement electrified me with its 
spirit of enthusiasm and hope. I contrasted this with the 
apathy and dulness and hopelessness with regard to the 
youth at home. Hitler was doing something for youth, and 
this* part of the program I endorsed without comprehension of 
what it would ultimately lead to— ^militarization, forced labor 




”camps, war and destruction. I understood this much, 
however, that his program was not for America, and public- 
ly stated as much on my return.” 

A communication was received on Hay 25, 1940, at the hew York Office 
from one Hrs. HUSH If. WIMSLOff, 1009 7th Street, Greeley, Colorado, who advised 
that Miss II2.IA is the head of an organization ostensibly worthy, which has been 
responsible for placing more than three hundred young boys in positions. She 
reportedly disseminates propaganda at her residence which is located on East 
11th Street, between Fifth Avenue and University Place, Hew York City. The 
husband of Hiss II2IA is described as being a former Assistant Editor of the Her 
Masses, and as being a C.I.O. and Communist organizer. 

In a letter from the Hew York Office dated April 19, 1°37, it is 
noted tnr.t the hews Bulletin of the Osborne Association, Incorporated, carries 
regularly an article by VIOLA ILIA, who is described as having been previously 
mentioned by an informanfrhdttfihgThe investigation of Nazi activities conducted 
in that city. The pertinent part of the report submitted by the informant is as 
follows : 
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The X«v Terk Office furnished ft msworsnrJua dated February 7, 1936, 
which contained in brief, the fallowing informants 2he Volos or Xbuth i« a 
monthly magaslne which appeared for the first 11 m la lt« dovewber, 1935 lsraa. 
Wing polished at 103 Vast 98th Street, Haw York City, and la apparently an 
independent enterprise an the part of thosa identified with It* The following 
officers are llatadt VIOLA TWA, Editor) KWH STETXBSKG, Managing Editor) VICTOR

the biographical section of tha Kew xork Tina* diaclosad that Mias UkA originally 
appeared on the professional stage, being active thereon in -September of 1931* 

The next news item of interest was one dated New Xbric Tinas, December 
10, 1933, ddeh described tha return to this country, the day before, of Mies 
im, who hsd spent eeveral weeks in Europe studying the youth movement. During 
her surrey she visited Italy, Spain, France, Germany, and England. In an inter- 
view, she described with considerable praise the attention given to the youth 
movement by HIT LEI, kUSSQUSX, and S7AUK, stressing tha fhct that tha results 
in Oernany were inspiring, and she aontraatad unfavorably tha apparent indifference 
•f this sountry to such movements. 

On Harsh 18, 1934, Hiss ILKA published an article captioned "The Katlons 
Youth— Ifhat Does It Meant * Expo u nded therein were bar phllaaephiee relative to ^ 
youth movements, and stating that aha had intarvlawad from ana to teerrty-fiva 
youngsters ft day to obtain their viewpoints on various topics, indicating that

In 1933 IL'LA~ made a trip to Europe, visiting Italy, Spain, France, 
Germany and England. She had been particularly interested in youth movements 
in these countries. ILHA. is now an official of the Young lien’ s Vocational 
Foundation, Inc., an organization which as previously stated is designed to aid 
young men released from penal institutions in obtaining employment and returning 
to ordinary, respectable lives. VIOLA ILMA has been written-up frequently in 
New York newspapers because of her activities in various youth movements and 
the activities of the organization in which she is now interested. She has 
been mentioned on two occasions in lirs. ELEANOR ROOSEVELT'S column "hy Day." 
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
